Three down, four to go 


► Three of this year's seven homicides have 
been solved: Niko Arlia, 17, Christopher 
Pirie, 32, and Colby Baker-Bruhay, 19. 

► Three remain unsolved: Mohamud 
Mohamed Jama, 23, Daniel Nickel, 26, and 
Jeanette Cardinal, 40. 

► The other is the police-related shooting of 
17-year-old Cyrus Green. The Alberta Seri¬ 
ous Incident Response Team is 
investigating. 

► Last year police solved 22 of 27 homicides, 
though the death of one woman in Decem¬ 
ber was just ruled a homicide on Tuesday. 


Since ringing in 2011, police in Edmon¬ 
ton have been averaging a murder a 
week. 

“Are we busy? Yes,” said Det. Dan Jones. 
“But we’re managing.” 

It took until May to reach seven homi¬ 
cides in 2010. 

“We have added people from other ar¬ 
eas (and relocated) people within EPS 
from different areas and added them to 
homicide to ... help with the huge de¬ 
mand,” said EPS spokesperson Clair 
Seyler. 

Criminologist Bill Pitt said the trend is 
alarming, especially since there were at 
least three homicides in the city in De¬ 
cember. 

Pitt said the rising death toll is putting 
a strain on police resources and making it 
tough for detectives to devote as much 
time as they would like to each case. 

“For us, it just makes us busy,” said 
Jones, “and, for some of us, too much 
time at work.” 

Jones acknowledged that some cases 
are more “resource-laden” than others, 
such as the investigations into the drug- 
related murders of Jesse Lee James and 
Mahamed Abdulle last September, which 
tied up “resources for several months.” 


Back in July 2009 there were six homi¬ 
cides in 12 days, said Jones. 

“This is not especially weird,” said 
Jones. “But we’re busy.” 

Seyler said the morale of the team is 
still good, despite the 2011 numbers. 

“The victims drive them,” she said. 
“They’re speaking for these victims. I 
don’t know how they do it, but they do 

it.” • HEATHER MCINTYRE

Boom and bust 


Wh 5 ^e Avenue may be a 
mix of eclectic, one-of-a- 
kind shops right now, but 
some store owners fear it 
won’t be that way much 
longer. 

“There’s two Macs, a 
Subway — big businesses 
are going in because they 
can afford it,” says Flirt Cup¬ 
cakes owner ^ck Krupa, 
whose rent has jumped 
over 20 per cent this year. 
He says working on Wh 5 d:e 
Avenue sounds trendy, but 
it isn’t worth making mon¬ 
ey for the landlord. 

“You’ll see more owners 
working, not hiring.” 

When Pigs Fly is a gift 
store with a 22-year history 
on the avenue, and owner 
Jenny Sherwin is grateful 
for her longtime landlord. 

“Our rent is reasonable, 
but I’m worried for other 
small, independents. We 
want to keep the authentic¬ 
ity of Old Strathcona, but

they’re being pushed out,” 
she says. 

Rosalind Christian says 
she’ll save over $5,000 a 
month in rent by moving a 
few blocks off Wh 5 d:e Av¬ 
enue. The owner of Eden 
Lilly Florists says while 
she’d prefer to be right on 
the street, her business 
doesn’t need the foot traffic 
Wh 5 ^e Avenue provides. 

“It’s not unusual for 
shops to play musical 
chairs,” says Shirley Lowe of 
the Old Strathcona Business 
Association.

“While schools are gen¬ 
erally safe, there are kids 
who don’t feel safe at 
school,” said Sarah Hoff¬ 
man, a board trustee who 
made a motion at this 
week’s EPSB meeting to 
create an advisoiy commit¬ 
tee on how school adminis¬ 
trators deal with bullying. 

The committee and poli¬ 
cies would place special 
emphasis on the fair treat¬ 
ment of lesbian, gay, bisex¬ 
ual, trans-identified and 
queer (LGBTQ) students, 
Hoffman said.

You’re going to need fewer 
than four wheels if you 
want to park for free 
downtown. 

Locations designated 
for motorcycles are a great 
idea, according to some 
Edmonton motorists, but 
they’re wondering why 
the two-wheeled vehicles 
get to park for free while 
the four-wheeled variety 
are expected to fork out 
cash for time in the city’s 
core. 

“Why should you give 
some the freedom to park 
(for free)?” said Bob Birm¬ 
ingham, who had parked 
his vehicle at a meter just 
off 97 Street on Thursday 
afternoon. 

City council’s trans¬ 
portation and public 
works committee gave the 
green light to two loca¬ 
tions earlier in the week. 

One is on 104 Avenue 
west of 100 Street. The oth¬ 
er is on Jasper Avenue be¬ 
tween 107 Street and 108 
Street. 

Birmingham isn’t op¬ 
posed to motorcycles hav¬ 
ing designated parking 
spots, but with parking lot

prices hovering at $30 
through parts of down¬ 
town, it seems a bit unfair. 

“We’re not taking space 
away,” Coun. Amarjeet So- 
hi said. “(We’re) encourag¬ 
ing people to use different 
modes of transportation.” 

One of the factors driv¬ 
ing the creation of the 
spots is to reduce emis¬ 
sions. Sohi said also that 
motorcycles create less 
wear and tear on city 
streets than cars, vans or 
trucks because of the dif¬ 
ferences in the weights of 
the vehicles. 

“We understand the 
need for less cars down¬ 
town ... but it’s pricy, it’s 
crazy,” said Teresa Bras¬ 
sard, who was accompany¬ 
ing Birmingham.

Death ruled 
homicide 


AUTOPSY. The sudden 
death of 45-year-old 
Jaswinder Takhar on Dec. 

1, 2010 was ruled a homi¬ 
cide Tuesday. The autop¬ 
sy was conducted on Dec. 

2, 2010 but the cause of 
death could not be 
confirmed until all test¬ 
ing had been completed. 
The exact cause of death 
has not been released. In¬

To that end I posted a 
poll on my blog to find out 
which individuals would 
make Albertans proud to 
have as premier; regardless 
of party affiliation. 

I invited readers to pick 
one of the recently 
rumoured candidates or to 
pick several — after all I 
doubt there is just one and 
one alone we’d be happy 
with and I suspect there 
might be one in more than 
one party. 

I would never tout the 
results of my unscientific 
poll as looking an 5 ffhing 
like the possible outcome 
of an election, but there 
were some interesting out¬ 
comes which could 
indicate some emerging 
trends and give some food 
for thought. 

First, the parties with es¬ 
tablished leaders in Brian 
Mason and Danielle Smith 
didn’t outpace as many of 
the potential candidates of 
other parties as I thought 
they would.

Of course 
rumours also say he’s 
being wooed by the Alberta 
Party and the poll tells me 
he’d probably have more 
success there. 

My informal poll also 
shows that the two front 
runners for the Progressive 
Conservative leadership 
are Doug Griffiths and Ali¬ 
son Bedford. Their support 
is solid enough I would be 
shocked if either don’t run. 

The numbers also illus¬ 
trate many PC hopefuls 
such as Doug Horner and 
Jim Dinning would run in 
the middle of the pack and 
not make much of an im¬ 
pact in a general election.

However the vote for ru¬ 
moured candidates Gene 
Zwozdesky, Gary Mar,

time and embarrassment. 

The big surprise in the 
poll however was a name I 
had heard rumoured six 
months ago but not lately, 
which I included on a 
whim. 

Chima Nkemdirim, 
someone I thought would 
have polled near the 
bottom instead was right 
at the top. Nkemdirim is 
Mayor Naheed Nenshi’s 
chief of staff and a former 
spokesperson for the 
Alberta Party. 

No word on whether 
he’s considering a run, but 
if he can do this well in an 
informal poll with no orga¬ 
nizational support, if he 
were to run. I’m confident 
he’d make a big splash 
with broad based support 
from all areas of the politi¬ 
cal spectrum.

Feds fire 
shots over 
crime bill 


O Tories blast Ignatieff for not supporting legislation 
O Grits answer back, accusing government of hiding costs 


The battle lines were firmly 
drawn Thursday for a bitter 
federal election fight in 
which Conservatives and 
Liberals will be spitting vit¬ 
riol at each other over who 
is tougher on crime. 

With the possibility of a 
spring election still hang¬ 
ing over their collective 
heads, the Tories launched 
one of their toughest soft- 
on-crime offensives on the 
Opposition Liberals. The 
Liberals punched back, in 
effect sajdng, bring it on. 

The heated sparring 
served as a preview of how 
law-and-order issues could 
play out on the campaign 
trail if the Tory minority is 
defeated and Canadians are 



forced to the polls in the 
coming months. 

Justice Minister Rob 
Nicholson blasted Liberal 
Leader Michael Ignatieff for 
deciding not to support a 
bill that would impose 
mandatory sentences for 


drug crime. Nicholson, 
along with retired Ontario 
police chief-turned-Toiy MP 
Julian Fantino, repeatedly 
called Ignatieff a “fiip-fiop- 
per” on the issue. 

“I think they have a lot 
of explaining to do to peo¬ 
ple who are veiy concerned 
about drug trafficking in 
this countiy,” Nicholson 
told a news conference. 

But the Liberals immedi¬ 
ately fired back, as the par¬ 
ty’s public safety critic, 
Mark Holland, accused the 
government of hiding the 
true cost of the bill, which 
many groups — from 
churches, to health-care 
workers, to lawyers — also 
oppose. THE CANADIAN PRESS

The federal government’s 
new tough-on-crime laws 
are going to mean more 
guards and more crowding 
in cell blocks, says the head 
of the prison system. 

► Don Head, commissioner of 
the Correctional Service of 
Canada, says he can't 
release an overall esti¬ 
mate of the costs of all 
the proposed legis¬ 
lation. He did say 
he's going 
to have to 
hire 4,000 
more peo¬ 
ple over 
the next two 
years.

10 per cent for years, but 
has crept up to around 13 
per cent today and it will 
get worse, he said. “We an¬ 
ticipate, as we move 
through this process of 
building new units that 
were announced, that we 
will reach levels of up to 20 , 
30 per cent of double-bunk¬ 
ing before those units are 
actually complete and give 
me some bed relief to 
move people back to 
single cells." 

► Head ad¬ 
mitted that 
his $ 2 . 46 -bil- 
lion budget is 
going to be 
squeezed 
by a combi¬ 
nation of a 
growing 
prison pop¬ 
ulation and govern¬ 
ment-mandated 
spending freezes and sav¬ 
ing requirements. 

Head said the Harper gov¬ 
ernment's truth-in-senten- 
cing law limiting credit for 
pre-trial detention, passed 
in the fall of 2009 , has 
helped push the prison 
population up by about 400 
people this year.

Brian Abrams was 
among a raft of 
judicial appointments 
announced last Friday 
by the Harper govern¬ 
ment. 

He was named to 
the family division of 
Ontario’s Superior 
Court of Justice — less 
than two months after 
resigning as the feder¬ 
al Conservative candi¬ 
date in Kingston. 

In total, the Liberals 
maintain the Harper 
government has 
appointed 39 judges 
with Tory ties since 
the 2008 election.

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Foes join to 
fete newborn 

O Israeli woman was afraid to visit Palestinian area, let alone give birth 
there O But ‘they treated me very nicely, like a member of the family’ 


An Israeli woman has giv¬ 
en birth in a Palestinian 
hospital, an extremely 
rare occuirence that won 
her flowers and a hand¬ 
written note from the 
Palestinian president. 

Nisreen Chayedri, 30. 
who grew up Jewish but 
converted to Islam, says 
she was shopping in the 
West Bank town of Ramal- 
lah on Wednesday when 
she went into labour. Her 
husband, an Arab citizen 
of Israel, rushed her to 
the nearest hospital, 
where she delivered a ba¬ 
by boy. 

Israel bars its Jewish 
citizens from visiting 
Palestinian areas because 
of security concerns. Its 
Arab citizens may visit 


those areas, though few 
use the Palestinian med¬ 
ical system, which is far 
less developed than the Is¬ 
raeli one. In contrast, 
Palestinians often seek 
treatment at more ad¬ 
vanced Israeli hospitals 
for specialized proce¬ 
dures. 

The arrival of Chayedri 
— who speaks only He¬ 
brew and lives in north¬ 
ern Israel — caused a stir 
at the hospital, though 
she says she got VIP treat¬ 
ment. A Hebrew-speaking 
doctor translated for her 
as she delivered a baby 
boy, weighing 2.3 kilo¬ 
grams. Chayedri and her 
husband named the boy 
Omri, a name used by 
both Jews and Arabs.

► Palestinian President 
Mahmoud Abbas caught 
wind of the birth and 
ordered the hospital not to 
charge her, said Health 
Minister Fathi Abu Mughli. 
He also sent flowers and a 
handwritten card. 


Chayedri said she was 
scared to be in the Pales¬ 
tinian territories for the 
first time, but was im¬ 
pressed with the hospital. 
“They treated me very 
nicely, like a member of 
the family,” she said. 

Ramallah’s mayor and 
other local officials visit¬ 
ed her in the hospital, she 
said. 

Abu Mughli said the 
hospital treats patients re¬ 
gardless of religion or na¬ 
tionality and that he 
hoped the birth would 
help Israelis and Palestini¬ 
ans build “normal rela¬ 
tions that would allow 
many Israeli patients to 
come to Palestinian hospi¬ 
tals."

O Obama calls on leaders to offer 
concrete path to democracy 


Eg5^t’s Hosni Mubarak re¬ 
fused to step down and in¬ 
stead handed his powers to 
his vice-president on Thurs¬ 
day, remaining president 
and ensuring regime con¬ 
trol over the reform 
process. Stunned protesters 
in Cairo waved their shoes 
in contempt and shouted, 
“Leave, leave, leave.” 

The rapidly moving 
events raised the question 
of whether a rift had 
opened between Mubarak 
and the militaiy command. 
Hours earlier, a council of 


senior generals annoimced 
it had stepped in to secure 
the country, and a com¬ 
mander announced to pro¬ 
testers in Tahrir Square that 
all their demands would 
soon be met, raising cries of 
victory that Mubarak was 
on his way out. 

After Mubarak’s speech, 
protest organizers called for 
the army to take action to 
oust him. Several hundred 
thousand packed into 
Tahrir Square, ecstatic with 
expectation that Mubarak 
would announce his resig¬ 


nation in his nighttime ad¬ 
dress. Instead, they 
watched in shocked silence 
as he spoke, slapping their 
foreheads in anger and dis¬ 
belief Some broke into 
tears. 

Meanwhile, in Washing¬ 
ton, President Barack Oba¬ 
ma on Thursday openly and 
sharply questioned 

whether Mubarak’s pledge 
to shift power to his vice- 
president is an “immediate, 
meaningful or sufficient” 
sign of reform.

Strong loonie drives 
production offshore 


Canadian firms are increas¬ 
ingly shifting their produc¬ 
tion offshore in response to 
the pressures of globaliza¬ 
tion and the strong loonie, 
Export Development Cana¬ 
da says. 

A new study from the 
Crown corporation shows 
sales from foreign affiliates 
of Canadian firms grew by 
more than twice the rate of 
exports from firms inside 
Canada between the years 
2000 and 2008. 

Exports from foreign af¬ 
filiates expanded from $367 
billion in 2000 to $508 bil¬ 
lion in 2008. 

During the same period, 
the loonie moved from the 
low 60-cent levels early in 


the decade to well above 
parity with the U.S. dollar 
during the 2008 commodity 
boom. 

Although comparable da¬ 
ta is only available to 2008, 
the study’s author Jean- 
Francois Lamoureux says 
the trend has likely acceler¬ 
ated since the economic 
downturn. If up-to-date data 
were available, it would 
show that sales from for¬ 
eign affiliates are now on 
par with total exports origi¬ 
nating from inside Canada, 
he said. 

“This is showing Canadi¬ 
an companies are adapting 
to the realities of global 
trade today,” Lamoureux ex¬ 
plained.

Investors have shown 
keen interest in social net¬ 
working services. 

Twitter has had a popu¬ 
lar role in organizing inter¬ 
national political protest 
as in the recent uprising in 
Egypt and last year’s 
protests in Iran. 

Some have called the 
site “the medium of the 
movement.” In some situa¬ 
tions, it has been a source 
for news updates.

Thursday, the U.S. am¬ 
bassador to the United Na¬ 
tions hosted a global town 
hall at Twitter headquar¬ 
ters to talk foreign policy 
with users of the online 
messaging service. 

Last month, daily 
coupon website Groupon 
raised $950 million in fi¬ 
nancing after reportedly 
turning down Google’s of¬ 
fer to purchase it for $6 bil¬ 
lion.

JOHN FURLONG 


John Furlong was the chief 
executive officer of the Van¬ 
couver Olympic organizing 
committee and recently 
wrote a book about his expe¬ 
riences. 

Tell me about the process of 
putting down your thoughts 
and memories in a book. 

It was a labour of love, 
there’s no doubt about it. 
The Games wrapped up ... 
and I thought, “This is the 
best it’s going to ever be.” 
There was such a euphoria 
in the countiy and to sit 
down and to tiy to top that 
(by writing a book) would 
be difficult. But within a 
couple of days a publisher 
came to see me and said 
the Games have changed 


the countiy and someone 
has to write about it. 

What toll did the job — its 
stresses and long hours — 
have on your personal life? 

It was obviously veiy diffi¬ 
cult. The whole 
organization was under 
massive stress. I was lucky I 
have a big family, although 
my kids almost did without 
their dad for 10 years. It’s 
not human to work 4:30 
a.m. to midnight every day, 
but we did. 

What was the biggest success 
of the Games? 

The Games are a living ex¬ 
ample ... of the power of 
vision. I remember sitting 
down 10 years ago and de¬ 
scribing what I thought 
could happen to the coun¬ 


try on a human scale, (how 
the Games could) touch 
everyone. People thought it 
was too ambitious. 

What impact did the Games 
have on the country’s collec¬ 
tive psyche and how will it 
have impacted our sense of 
self going forward? 

I thought we could be na¬ 
tion-builders. We took the 
torch relay down every 
street and back road in the 
countiy and Ganadians 
moved from being specta¬ 
tors to owners of the 
Games. It was the public 
that took the Games over 
and gave the countiy and 
the world an experience 
they hadn’t experienced 
with a Games before. We’re 
(a) huge (countiy) and it’s 


not easy (to unite it). 

What did we do that was in¬ 
novative, that others hadn’t 
done before? 

We were the only Ol 5 mipic 
Games that ever set out to 
make it about the countiy. 
We tried to tell a great 
Ganadian story ... people 
got to see what it was to be 
Ganadian. We wanted 
every venue to be a 
contributor into the future 
(and) knew we’d be meas¬ 
ured for generations 
against all our 
achievements. We also 
staged the Ol 5 nnpic Games 
against the worst economy 
and built the venues in the 
most heated economy B.G. 
has ever experienced.

O Early footage of Canadian superstar gives music documentary a heart

think? 

MB: Well, that’s what 
they’d like us to think.

He is the prod¬ 
uct of some grass roots 
push, and I found the 
footage of that very inter¬ 
esting.

RC: The “underdog” refer¬ 
ence was the most glaring¬ 
ly disingenuous thing in 
the movie. Anyone selling 
out Madison Square Gar¬ 
den in under half-an-hour 
is not an underdog — any¬ 
thing but. If an 5 d:hing, he 
is as you say, a new kind of 
business model — fame by 
YouTube. How 21st Centu- 
ly. Makes the American 
Idol format seem weath¬ 
ered and tired. As for the 
3-D, it works in the con¬ 
cert sequences, less so in 
the documentary se¬ 
quences but the little girls 
will love how Bieber 
seems to jump off the 
screen.

Richard Crouse: Mark, 
generally these kind of 
music biographies are 
simply made up of back-

what really sold me 
on the film was the 
picture it painted of 
Bieber before he got 
famous. 


Mark Breslin: I don’t 
think either of us is the 
target demographic for 
the movie. I’ve had very 
little exposure to the 
Bieber phenomenon, so 
the movie was fresh to 
my eyes. Yes, I liked the 
footage of Bieber before 
he was famous, espe¬ 
cially the bit of him 
playing competent 
drums on a chair at a 
veiy early age.

In a manner reminiscent of 
popular blockbusters from 
the 1980s, I Am Number 
Four combines sci-fi action 
spectacle with teen drama. 

Director DJ Caruso (Dis- 
turbia) is not only aware of 
these similarities, but actu¬ 
ally cultivated them. “I 
have five kids and I’ve been 
trying for years to make a 
good old-fashioned Amblin 
film like The Goonies,” 
Caruso told Metro.

“When I got this script I 
immediately felt like it 
was the one. I loved the 
way it combined action 
and science fiction with 
the stoiy of a kid who real¬ 
izes that who he wants to 
become and who he can 
become are two different 
people. That seemed like a 
simple, relatable stoiy that 
would be perfect to hang a 
genre movie on.” 

The film is about a teen 
who seems like eveiyone 
else, except that he’s se¬ 
cretly one of the last mem¬ 
bers of an extinct alien race 
that is slowly being picked 
off by reptilian assassins. 

Though based on a suc¬ 
cessful novel, Caruso sur¬ 
prisingly started his 
adaptation before the 
source material had even 
been published. 

“When I read the manu¬ 
script it still had typos and 


red writing in the mar¬ 
gins,” recalled the director. 

“But it was liberating 
because unlike huge fran¬ 
chises like Twilight or Har- 
ly Potter, there were no 
preconceived notions of 
what the movie would be. 
No one could get mad with 
me because they don’t 
know what to expect.” 

Caruso was also lucky 
enough to have the benefit 
of launching a franchise 
with two seasoned block¬ 
buster veterans serving as 
creative producers: Steven 
Spielberg and Michael Bay. 

“Steven was veiy in¬ 
volved in developing the 
script, and then Michael 
helped me with the visual 
effects in post,” said Caruso. 
“They were helpful book- 
ends on the production and 
I couldn’t have done it with¬ 
out them because this was 
new territoiy for me.”
